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Appointment of Schoolteschers 


1, Graduates of the two-year Faedagogic Institute ean be used as teachers up 
to the first grade of the Gymmasium, The Russian language is taught in the 
Paedagogic Institute end in the Gymnasia, 


2, For anyone to be appointed a teacher in a school the following things sre 
necessary: 


&, He must get a certificate from the Organizata Baze of his villese cer- 
tifying that he ie a "good man", interested in his work, and comes from 
a lower social cless, 


b. If the candidete is a member of the Communist Party of Albania, the 
above certificate is given to him personally, If he is not a member, 
the certificate ls sent by messenger from the Orgeanizata Baze to the 
Komiteti of the District, 


¢. The candidate wishing to be appointed teacher subaits his application 
for appointment to the Komitet of the District together with the cer-~ 
tificate from the Organizata Baza if he has received it, To the appli- 
cation he attaches his school diplona, 


d. Ths candidate is examined by a physician to determine whether he is 
mentally sound and free from communicable disease, The physician issues 
_ hima certificate of health, 


@,. The candidate requests a certificate from the bureau of vital statistics 
of the Lokalitet to which his village belongs, 


£, The varlous documents are submitted to the Komitet of the District. 
Two weeks later an answer in writing ia sent to the candidate if his 
appointment has beep approved, if his appointment is not aporeved, he 
does not receive any answer. 


3, As a rule opponents of the political line of the Communist Party of Albania 
cdo not receive appointments as DONE EME? 
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The appointment of a teacher 1s announced by the Komitet of the District 
te the school to which the teacher is appointed.

Emroliment in the Youth Organization wis made after a meeting of all this 
pupils of the school, This meeting wee enlied by the leader of the Youth. 
He had a list with the names of students who vere jnvited to enroll in the 
Youth Organization, fe compiled this list on the basis of biographical dots 
on each pupil and his family. 


At the nesting of the students the Leader of the Youth read off the nsnas 

of the students who in the future should belong to the Youth Organiration, 
and a8 each nans wis read. off he explained the reason why thet partienlar 

stulent ws to be onrelled, He also gave the reasons why the other students 
would not be enrelled in the organization, but promised that they would be 
errelled when they worked hard for the farty. 


‘By working for the Party ia meant among other things, becoming an informer 
and reporting to the Organizata Baze or te the Leader of the Youth Oreonl- 
zetion ef the school, every act of a fellow pupil or villeper opposing 
the political line of the Communist Party. 


As 2 rule,all the students want to be enrolled in the Youth Organisation, 
net because of Communist ideclogy er sympathy, bet is order te cyelc being 
regarded as a “reactiorary", because recetionaries ray bo expelted Prova 
school, Furthermore, when a stadent who belongs te the Youth Orrani zation 
is not good in hig studies he is shown every leniency, 


To elect the leader of the Youth, the Secretary, ete., there are tw possi-. 
ble methods: 


a. Seeret voting among the eight menbere of the counmei? te select a ehaire 
man, ete, 


b. Secret voting by a21 the students for a ticket which cortains the nanes 
of the cight seloeted above through a show of hands, In this cause, 
each student marks the namc of only one of the elght members. Then the 
votes are counted, and the one who receives the most votes becomes the 
leader, the second becomes Secretary, and so on. 


The Council of the Youth of the School undertakes to apply the training 
program which 1s laid down by the Komitet of the District. In the seven- 
grade schools the propasanda ond theory ¢f Comumisn are given by the mom~ 
bers of the Counsil of the Youth Organization, out in the four-giade elenent-. 
ary schools this is done oy one of the teachers who must belong to to the Comn- 
momist Party. 
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According te the desision of the Council of the Youth Organization of the 
school all the students are gathered together mee o¢ tufies a wok Poy three 
ta four hours in the afternoon, During this meeting the theories of Gomes 
munis: ars explained, The activities of Stalin, Lenin, ote., are oxtolled, 
Whenever thers is a Soviet holiday there is an afternoun necting to saplain 
the meaning and occasion of the holiday and what it means to maruind, On 


‘the anniversary of the Ostober Revolution there are pictures of Stalin on 


ali the walis and there are signs posted giving slogans in favor o! Albmian- 
Soviet friendship, The October Revolution celebration lasted for oc monbh. 


‘Behool teacher '3 Salary 


The besic monthly salery for a teacher in an clamentass acheed is 2,500 Tek, 
Fron this, however, there are deductions mide for the teacher's retirement 
fund, the Albanian Red Cross, and for the Albemian Geverment, This last 
tax amounts to one month's salary per year, and to meet it, a deduction is 
made from each months salary, The total deduction anounts to 350 Lex per 
month 
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
